READER, 

Hinking it a very good foundation 
to my building, to give you the 
manner of his progreſle, before you come 
to his confeſſion ;: or before his blaſphe- 
mie aſpires to the ſtoole of Repentance. 
I ſhall chus begin : Fames Naylor of Wake- 
field in the County of Yorke , a deluded 
and deluding Quaker and Impoſter, rode 
OFober laſt through a Village called Bed- 
minſter, about a nule from Briftol, accom- 
panied with fix more, one whereof was a 
young man, whoſe head was bare, leading 
his horſe by the bridle, and another unco- 
vered before him , thorow the durty way 
1h which the Carts and Horles and none 


elſe uſually goe. And with them two men 
B ON

on horſeback with each of them a woman 
behind him , and one woman walking on 
the better way or path. In this po 6. 264 
did they march , and in ſuch a caſe, that 
one George Witherley noting their condi- 
tion , asked them to come in the better 
rode, adding that God expetted no ſuch 
extremity : but they continued on their 
way,not an{wering in any other notes, but 
what were muſicall, ſinging Holy,holy;boly, 
Lord God of $ abbath, &c. Thus continued 
they, till by their wandring they came to 
the Almſechouſe within the Suburbs of 
Briftol, where one of the women alighted, 
and ſhe with the other of her own ſex 
lovingly marcht on-each fide of Naylor's 
Harle.. ' This Witherley faith, he ſuppoſes 
they could not be leiſe deep 11 the muddy 
way then to the knees , and he ſaith they 
ſang, but ſometimes with ſuch a buzzing 
mel-0 DIO VS noyle that he could not 
underſtand-what it was. This the ſaid W:- 
therley gave in upon his oath. Thus did 
they reach Tegrcliffegate , with Timothy

Wedlockcof Devon bare-headed; and Mar. 
tha Symonds with the bridle on: otre fide 
and Hannab Stranger on the 'oher fide of 
the Horſe ; this Martha Simonds is the 
wife of Thomas Simonds of London, Book- 
binder,and Hannah Strarrger is the Wife of 
Fohu 5iranger of L£zdon Combmak er,who 
{urg Holy, holy, boſy, Lord Godl of Iſrael. 
Thas did he ride to the high Croffe in 
Briſtol, and after that ro'the Yhite-hart in 
Broadftreet, wvyhere there Ties rwo eminent 
Quakers , by name, Dennis Hollifter, and 
Henry Row; of vvhich the Mapiſtrates hea- 
ring they vvere apptthendedand commut- 
ted to priſon. 

Long it had not been after their con» 
finement in the Goale at Exeter , from 
whence paſling through Wells and Glaſſen- 
bury this party beſtrewed the yvay vvith 
their garments. But to be ſhort they were 
ſearchr, and Letters were found about 
them, infinitely filled vvith profane non- 
ſenſicall language ; vvhich Letters I ſhall 
not trouble you with, onely ſome of the 

B 3 chief, 
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chiefe , leſt your patience ſhould be too 
much cloyd. We ſhall haſt now to their 
axaminations 3 and becauſe Naylor vvas 
the chiefe ator *tis fit he bave the prehe- 
minence of leading the vvay in their Exa- 
minations , we ſhall therefore give you a 
full account of vvhat paſſed betyven the 
Magiſtrate and him , vyvhich take as fol- 
loweth :

20. was preſented a Pe- 
tition concerning James Nayler, the 
cffe& of which was, that the ſentence 
might not be wholly executed at the 
time appointed, by reaſon of ſome di- 
ſtemper in his body : whereupon it was 
ordered that he ſhould ſtand in thePillory 
at the old Exchange on the Saturday fol- 
lowing, & to ſuffer the reſt of his puniſh- 
ment, which ſhould before haye been in- 
flited, | 

On the 24 of the ſame month the a= 
forefaid Robert Rich preſented a Petiti* 
on, the cffeFof which was, that he him- 
ſelf might ſuffer the reſt of the puniſh» 
ment which was to be inflicted on James 
Nayler;but that not being granted, James 
Nayler was Decemb.
